WICHITA, Kans., March 23. — Earl Browder’s first 
memories of school range around a tiny, white-painted 
building in the fields west of Wichita. 

Old residents tell me it was barely 25 or 30 feet long 
and it was jammed pretty full with the 40 or 50 children 
that were studying together, two in each seat. 

There Father William Browder took over as teacher 
when he quit weaving wire fences the year Earl was born 
in 1891. 

Daily he walked the two miles to Eureka School, from’ 
his Wichita home on South Fern Street. 

Earl toddled along sometimes to visit with father as 
he grew a little older. ) 

Together they heard the meadow larks sing and 
watched the cottentails skip over the road and they hailed 
the farmers they met by the way. 

All the farmers liked William Browder and his wife 
and they liked the boys too. 

“The Browders were the best-liked people around 
here,” said Louis W. Menefee, a 69-year-old farmer, who 
studied under father William at the white-painted school 
house, and still lives at the farmstead where he was born. 

“They were indeed,” said his wife, another Eureka 
school pupil. “They were upright people, whom everyone

The dapper little Parisian lawyer, 
who never tires of saying how much 
he loves America. tried for many 
years to get the French diplomatic 
post here. He owes his present 
position to William Bullitt, a close 
personal friend, who recommended 
him to Marshel Petain. 

Henry-Haye has a penchant for 
royalty and there are always 
Comtes, Vicomtes, Marquises and 
Barons around the French Embassy. 
including Baron James Baeyens, 
first secretary; Vicomte Denis de 
Bourgoing, naval attache, . and 
Vicomte Druno Daru, assistant 
military attache. 

It is significant that the French 
Embassy, which had only three at- 
taches in Washington during the 
days when France was a first-rate 
European power and had plenty of 
business to transact with the United 
States government, now has nine 
attaches, four counselors and a few 
secretarieés—all on the lookout for 
Hitler. 

While Henry-Haye reigns as 
Ambassador of the embassy, the 
real live-wire and up-and-coming 
man is the Counselor, Guillaume 
Georges-Picot, whcese wife is a 
White-guard Russian and violent 
anti-Soyet. Picot was formerly 
the French Counselor in Tunisia 
and got along so well with the Itai- 
lans there that he was sent on to 
the Washington post as a reward. 

He and Mme. Picot entertain fre- 
quently and get around to a great 
many Washington parties given dy 
the social set here. Despite the 
fact that Washington was having a 
four-hour blackout, on Friday, 
March 13, the Picots gave a cocktail 
party that evening. The gathering 
was in honor of M. Henri Barbeau, 
firancial attache of the French 
Embassy stationed in New York, 
and his wife, Mme. Picot's sister.

Mayor LaGuardia in a letter to 
Assemblyman Moffat proposed that: 

Relief should be included in the 
regular city budget. . 

Emergency relief taxes should be 
placed in the general fund unear- 
marked. | 

The taxi:.g power now granted to | 
the city for relief purpose should be | 
authorized for war emergency uses 
and the general fund of the city. | 

Mr. Moffatt indicated agreement 
with the first two LaGuardia pro- 
posals. As to a war emergency, Mr. | 
Moffat said that the tax rates now 
in force should be maintained ex- 
cept to meet some emergency oc- 
casioned by “actual enemy action.” 
In the latter event “any increased 
revenues must go,” said Moffat, 
Into a separate bank account and 
may be used for the particular re- | 
quirements of that emergency.” 

“We have, giso agreed that any 
such taxing power should be limited 
to two years.” Moffat declared in 
contrast to the Mayor's request for 
no year-to-year limitations.
